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CROP  PROSPECTS 
WHEAT 


The  fourth  forecast  of  India's  wheat  crop  is  351,723,000  bushels 
compared  with  359,152,000  bushels,  the  revised  final  estimate  for  last 
year,  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  Department  of  Statistics  at  Cal- 
cutta.    The  forecast  of  production  previously  issued  for  this  crop  was 
375,387,000  bushels.     The  acreage  reported  at  this  time  is  30,919,000 
acres  compared  with  30,844,000  acres,  the  revised  final  estimate  for  last 
year. 

The  total  of  acreage  reports  from  19  countries  now  takes  in  spring 
wheat  for  several  European  countries  and  also  takes  account  of  abandon- 
ment in  Poland  and  the  United  States.    A  three  per  cent  decrease  from  last 
year  is  indicated.     Condition  continues  favorable  for  winter  wheat  in  most 
sections.     Purther  reports  on  spring  plantings  have  not  yet  been  received. 


RYE 

Abandonment  of  rye  acreage  in  Poland  is  placed  at  1,318,000  acres 
or  about  10  per  cent.     This  leaves  the  area  to  be  harvested  10,841,000 
acres  compared  with  11,478,000  acres  last  year,  a  decrease  of .5.5  per  cent. 
Previous  reports  indicated  a  9-1/2  per  cent  abandonment  in  Germany  though 
the  actual  figures  are  not  available.     Germany  and  Poland  are  the  big  rye 
producing  countries,  having  produced  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  reported 
production  in  1923.     The  large  abandonment  in  these  countries  means  a  de- 
crease in  the  total  acreage  outside  of  Russia. 

COTTON 

Area  planted  to  cotton  in  Russian  Turkestan  this  season  is  705,000 
acres  against  405,000  acres  in  1923,  according  to  a  radiogram  received  by 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  at  Rome.     Turkestan's  cotton  area  is  aocut  70  per  cent  of  the 
total  area  to  be  planted  in  all  Russia,  according  to  official  and  unofficial 
estimates  received.     Reports  indicate  that  there  was  enough  seed  for  plant- 
ing in  all  sections  and  sufficient  water  for  irrigation  in  Turkestan  and 
Transcaucasia.

India  reports  the  final  acreage  of  linseed  at  3,740,000  acres 
compared  with  3,382,000  acres  last  year  and  production  at  18,430,000

acres  compared  raith  6,259,000  last  rear  and  product ion  is  51,699,000 
bushels  against  54,163,000.

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REVIEW  OF  BRITISH  FPUIT  M&RXET. 

Frices  returned  for  American  apples  in  the  narkets  of  the  United  King- 
dom from  the  middle  of  October  to  the  first  week  in  February  were  generally 
lower  than  in  the  same  weeks  of  the  1922-23  season.     Taking  the  unweighted 
average  of  high  and  low  prices  during  this  period,  past  season's  prices  as 
compared  with  prices  for  the  previous  season  were  as  follows:    York  Imperial, 
per  barrel  $5.23  and  $5.77;  Baldwin,  per  barrel  $5.14  and  $5.40;  i/inesap,  per 
barrel  $4.91  and  $5.80:  Ben  Davis,  per  barrel  $4.83  and  $5.73;  Yellow  Hew ton, 
per  box  $2.29  and  $2.73;  Spitzenberg,  per  box  $2.16  and  $2.31;  and  Jonathan, 
per  box  $2.24  and  $2.32. 

The  British  market  has  a  preference  for  medium  size  apples.     Sales  re- 
turns steadily  show  the  peak  of  value,  as  far  as  boxed  apples  are  concerned, 
for  the  sizes  ranging  between  ISO's  and  175 's.    A  steady  drop  is  noticed  in 
prices  offered  for  sizes  beginning  at  138' s  and  smaller  on  the  one  side  and  at 
188  1  s  and  larger  on  the  other,  the  drop  in  price  being  much  sharper  and  more 
regularly  seen  in  the  case  of  the  large  than  in  the  case  of  the  small  apples. 
Large  sizes  are  considered  an  advantage  in  the  cheaper  apples  that  are  sold 
for  cooking  purposes.     For  dessert  purposes,  however,  the  medium  sizes  are  pre- 
ferred. 

The  United  Kingdom  took  85.1  per  cent  of  ail  the  barreled  apples  and 
61.8  per  cent  of  all  the  boxed  apples  exported  for  this  country  from  August  1, 
1923,  to  March  31,  1924,  the  shipments  to  that  market  having  consisted  of 
1,632,071  barrels  and  3,409,687  boxes  as  compared  with  468,003  barrels  and 
2,413,315  boxes  during  the  corresponding  eight  months  last  season.     Total  ship- 
ments to  all  markets  during  that  period  amounted  to  1,917,224  barrels  end 
5,516,295  boxes  as  compared  with  only  565,130  barrels  and  3,253,281  boxes  dur- 
ing the  corresponding  period  last  year.     For  prices  see  May  Supplement  to 
"Crops  and  Markets"  ,  page  167. 

A  feature  of  the  British  fresh  fruit  market  during  the  past  few  months 
has  been  the  increasing  consumption  of  products  from  South  Africa  and  Australia, 
particularly  the  former.     Careful  packing  and  grading  of  South  African  fruit 
renders  it  capable  of  competing  with  goods  from  any  other  source.  Imports 
from  the  Union,  standing  at  450,000  cases  of  all  fruits  for  1914  totaled  322,000 
cases  for  March,  1324.     Of  this  quantity  apples  were  only  a  small  part.  Citrus 
products  are  growing  in  importance  and  quality. 

Australian  app3es  are  fighting  for  a  place,  their  greatest  handicap 
apparently  being  the  elimination  of  diseases  which  render  the  fruit  difficult 
to  ship  in  good  condition.     Supplies  from  America  and  Canada  have  been  readily 
absorbed  for  table  use  at  fairly  steady  prices.     Little  competition  is  met  from 
British  or  Continental  frn.it  for  table  use,  but  for  cooking,  the  domestic 
English  varieties  of  Bromley  and  Wellington  hold  popular  favor.    Apples  from 
Empire  sources  are  expected  to  bring  better  prices  during  May,  as  supplies  from 
America  and  Canada  are  reduced  for  a  time. 
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REVIEW  OP  BRITISH  FRUIT  MARKET .        (CONTINUED)  . 

It  is  said  that  London  is  steadily  improving  as  a  consumption 
center  for  all  Varieties  of  fruit  of  finest  grades,.    Much  has  "been  done 
"by  foreign  street  vendors,  mainly  Italians  and  Greeks,  to  educate  the 
poorer  classes  to  an  appreciation  of  quality  in  fruit.    The  "best  grades 
are  used  by  all  classes. 

German  purchases  cf  fruit  abroad  have  made  themselves  felt  in 
London  through  appreciable  shortening  of  supplies,  especially  in  citrus. 
By  mid-March  domestic  demands  in  citrus-producing  countries  also  had  a 
decided  tendency  to  withdraw  fruit  from  Britain  and  to  lift  prices 
slightly,    An  interesting  phase  of  Germany * s  influence  on  American  fruit 
requirements  has  been  her  active  demand  for  grapes.    Continental  grapes 
dealt  with  in  London  have  been  hid  for  at  a  lively  rate  by  American  and 
Ge rman  interests. 

Mr.  Albert  77,  Scott,  American  Consul  at  Hull,  takes  occasion  to 
point  out  that  Hull  is  second  only  to  London  in  the  amount  of  fruit 
passing  through  it  for  British  consumption  as  well  as  for  re-export  to 
the  Continent.     Supplies  of  American,  Canadian  and  Australian  apples 
at  that  part;  during  1923  showed  substantial  increases  over  previous 
years,  but  apparently  the  best  quality  apples  go  direct  to  London, 
Several  shipments  cf  Pacific  Coast  fruit,  both  apples  and  oranges,  via, 
the  Panama  Canal,  were  received  at  Hull  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
Consul  feels  that,  should  more  be  encouraged  to  come  that  way.   the  par- 
ticular advantages  offered  by  the  facilities  of  the  port  of  Hull  would 
prove  a  stimulus  to  British  interest  in  American  fruits. 

Under  date  of  April  1J,  Mr.  Alfred  Nutting's  clerk  in  the 
American  Consulate  General,  reports  free  selling  of  Spanish,  Joffa 
Florida  and  California  oranges,  with  West  Indian  and  Florida  grape- 
fruit sharing  in  the  improved  demand.    American  and  Canadian  apples 
are  meeting  with  an  improved  sale,  but  some  cf  the  finest  apples  ever 
seen  on  British  markets  moved  at  little  or  no  profit,  for  which  little 
explanation  is  offered,,    In  contrast  to  the  dullness  of  London,  high 
demands  in  Germany  continue,  driving  re-exports  to  a  point  seven  times 
greater  than  for  the  same  period  last  year,  and  at  extravagent  prices. 
In  spite  of  the  dullness,  however,  during  the  first  quarter  of  1924 
the  British  markets  absorbed  about  14  per  cent  more  apples  and  citrus 
than  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

REVIEW  OF  THE  ARGENTINE  DAIRY  INDUSTRY,  FIRST  QUARTER- 192^. 

For  the  first  three  months  of  192^1  Argentina  exported  21.7 
per  cent  more  butter  than  for  the  same  period  in  1923 .    The  United 
States  took  0I.5  per  cent  more  than  during  the  1923  period,  with  17.2 
per  cent  more  going  to  Great  Britain. 

In  answering  monthly  questionnaires  submitted  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Mr.  Henry  H.  Morgan,  American  Consul 
General  at  Buenos  Aires,  has  made  returns  from  which  the  following 
tables  are  compiled:

Monthly  exports  have  run  from  77  per  cent  to  83  per  cent  of  the  pro- 
duction, while  the  total  export  for  the  quarter  was  82  per  cent  of  the 
total  production  for  the  period.     Of  the  quantity  exported,  G-reat 
Britain  took  about  81  per  cent,  with  some  3  per  cent  coming  to  the 
United  States.     The  quantity  going  to  Great  Britain  is  one  of  the 
important  marketing  factors  in  that  country  where  "butter  from  Denmark, 
the  British  Empire  and  Argentine  are  competing  for  the  lion's  share  of 
the  trade.    As  a  noteworthy  source  of  supply,  the  Argentine  has  come 
into  prominence  only  the  last  4  or  5  years.     Her  progress  on  the 
British  market  is  watched  carefully  "by  British  and  Danish  interests. 
The  quantity  sent  to  the  United  States  is  not  as  significant  in  our 
domestic  trade  as  it  is  in  the  interests  of  the  shippers,  "but  the 
amount  coming  to  America  is  on  the  increase.

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Tnere  is  no  carryover  of  butter  in  the  Argentine,  the  production 

for  each  month  being  shipped  at  once  to  Europe  or  America,  whichever 
presents  the  most  favorable  market.     So  far,  Argentine  production  has 
not  reached  the  limit  of  absorption  powers  of  the  existing  markets, 
for  no  new  ones  were  offered  during  the  month.     Conditions  in  the  market 
seem  to  be  generally  normal,  there  being  no  fluctuation  of  capital  into 
or  away  from  the  dairy  industry.     The  quantities  absorbed  by  the  various 
markets  increase  gradually  as  .a  rale,  although  the  past  quarter  shows 
some  fluctuation.     For  instance,  Great  Britain  took  nearly  2,300,000 
pounds  less  in  February  than  in  January,  but  March" shipment s  recovered 
267,925  pounds  of  the  lops.     In  that  month  also,  France  is  credited  with 
254,000  pounds  more  than' her  habitual  amount,  while  America  took  glU',711 
pounds  more  than  in  February.     These  fluctuations  are  direct  results 
of  competitive  conditions  in  British  markets,  which  make  imperative  the 
stimulation  of  interest  of  other  nations  in  the  Argentine  product.' 

Production  conditions  are  reported  as  being  generally  favorable 
during  the  quarter.     Summer  weather  of  a  normal  nature  has  prevailed, 
and  feed  prices  have  been  favorable.    Wages  in  January  were  a  little 
higher  than  normal  owing  to  the  demand  for  harvest  hands,  and  maintained 
the  higher  level  throughout  the  quarter. 

COTTON  PRODUCTION  IK  CHINA. 

Estimates  of  Chinese  cotton  production  range  from  2,000,000 
bales  to  7*000,000  balesv  buc  such  estimates  are  considered  unreliable 
as  tnere  is  no  system  of  crop  reporting  for  all  China.     Large  quantities 
of  cotton  are  consumed  in  homes  for  wadding,  quilting,  and  hand  woven 
materials  and  do  not  enter  commercial  channels.     At  present  there  is  no 
way  of  estimating  the  amount  cf  this  home  consumption. 

The  Chinese  Mill  Owners  Association  estimate  the  cotton  produc- 
tion for  the  principal  producing  provinces  where  the  commercial  crop  is 
grown,     Recent  estimates  (published  in  a  bulletin  issued  by  the  Chinese 
Bureau  cf  Economic  Information)  place  the  1923-24  crop  at  1,785,000 
bales  of  k~f8  pounds  net  compared  with  2,318,000  bales,  the  revised  figure 
for  I922-23  and  1,517,000  tales  for  1921-22. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  this  year  a  large  crop  was  expected, 
but  as  the  season  advanced  reports  became  less  favorable.     In  some  provinces, 
such  as  Chekiang  and  Kiangsu  area  was  reduced  because  of  fear  of  impending 
floods  which  had  been  predicted.    Acreage  in  Hupeh  was  about  the  same  as 
in  I922  but  drought  during  the  summer  months  caused  a  reduction  in  the 
crop,     Chihli's  production  was  lower  owing  to  early  frosts.     The  crops  in 
Shensi  and  Honan  were  unsatisfactory  because  of  recent  depletion  of  the  soil 
by  poppy  cultivation.     Rain  and  hail  storms  damaged  the  cotton  crop  in 
Shantung  province.     Kiangsi's  crop  was  good  and  reports  for  Shansi  and 
Anhwei  are  not  yet  available. 

It  is  estimated,  according  to  the  Chinese  Economic  Bulletin,  that 
about  one-third  of  the  crop  grown  in  these  principal  producing  provinces  is 
used  for  wadding  and  home  hand  loom  consumption.     The  remainder  enters  export 
and  mill  consumption  channels.     This  commercial  crop  is  estimated  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Commerce  to  be  1,U00,000  bales  for  I923-2U 
against  1,300,000  bales  for  19 22-23.

The  total  Cuban  sugar  production  of  all  centrals  up  to  May  24  is  estimated 
at  4,395,807  short  tons  compared  with  3,504,821  short  tons  up  to  the  same  date 
last  year.    Eighteen  centrals  finished  grinding  during  the  i/reek,  leaving  35  still 
at  work  against  11  at  the  same  time  last  year,  and  51  in  1922,     The  total 
production  from  the  l44  centrals  that  have  finished  grinding  is  3,359,748  short 
tons  compared  vrith  2,922,703  short  tons  for  the  same  centrals  last  year.

SPANISH  EOYCOTT  ON  BRITISH  MARKETS  REMOVED 

The  boycott  imposed  by  Spanish  growers  of  oranges  and  onions  on  the  Manchester 
and  Liverpool  Brokers  has  been  removed.    The  withdrawal  of  Spanish  supplies  began 
during  the  first  week  in  March  and  continued  until  the  third  week  in  April.  The 
boycott  followed  a  controversy  over  the  conditions  of  sale  at  Liverpool  and  at 
Manchester,  the  alligation  of  the  exporters  in  Spain  being  that  "rings"  mere  in 
operation  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  down  prices.    Among  the  demands  made  was  a 
reduction  in  the  commission  charges.    A  firm  attitude  was  maintained  by  the  Liver- 
pool and  Manchester  brokers  in  resisting  these  demands,  and  they  had  the  support  of 
bcyers.    One  important  concession,  was  made,  however,    by  which  Liverpool  ar.d 
Manchester  buyers  may  attend  in  either  place.

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CANADA.  FRUIT  SITUATION 

American  apples,  due  to  superiority  in  grading  and  packing,  are  pre- 
ferred to  the  native  Nova  Scotian  product.    Newspaper  comments  forwarded  from 
Halifax  "by  Consul  General,  W.  Henry  Robertson,  state  that  the  trade  prefers 
the  American  product  largely  on  the  point  of  superior  appearance,  since  the 
Nova  Scotian  apple  is  said  to  have  a  mere  attractive  flavor. 

TThile  wholesale  prices  in  Halifax  are  conceded  to  he  too  high,  neces- 
sitating the  retailing  of  even  domestic  fruit  at  5  cents  apiece,  the  American 
product  more  than  holds  its  own.     Careful  grading  and  packing,  assuring  a  uni- 
formity in  soundness,   size  and  color,  contrasted  very  favorably  with  the  ad- 
mitted carelessness  in  this  direction  cn  the  part  of  Nova  Scotian  growers. 
Handlers  of  exclusively  fancy  packs,  such  as  confectioners,  will  not  take  do- 
mestic apples  and  risk  loss  from  the  presence  of  low-grade  material. 

Certain  dealers  point  out  that  any  producing  locality  consumes  only 
what  is  left  after  the  best  has  been  exported.     It  is  true  that  much  fruit 
from  Nova  Scotia  goes  to  Great  Britain  and  Bermuda,  but  progressive  producers 
are  aware  that  their  apples  are  not  received  as  enthusiastically  as  would  be 
the  case  if  more  care  were  given  to  grading  and  packing.     The  situation  in 
Nova  Scotia  is  illustrative  oi  what  good  marketing  practices  can  accomplish 
in  a  territory  of  a  nationally  competitive  character.

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U.  S.  Trade  in  Pruits. 

U.  S.  export  statistics  show  a  growing  demand  for  fresh,  dried  and 
canned  fruits,  the  bulk  of  this  fruit  going  to  the  countries  of  central  and 
northern  Europe.    At  the  seme  time  the  U.  S.  imports  large  quantities  of 
"bananas  from  Central  America  and  the  west  Indies,  while  currants,  dates  and 
figs  are  received  from  southeastern  Europe  and  southwestern  Asia. 

Central  America  supplies  over  50  per  cent  of  the  bananas  imported 
into  this  country,  and  Jamaica  about  20  per  cent.     Prom  Greece  we  receive 
over  95  per  cent  of  the  currants  with  approximately  85  per  cent  of  the 
dates  coming  either  directly  or  indirectly  from  Turkey  and  Mesopotamia  and 
75$  of  the  figs  from  Turkey  and  Greece. 

Of  the  fruits  exported  from  the  U.  S. ,  apples  rank  first  in  point  of 
value,  with  a  total  export  in  1923  of  3,500,000  barrels  and  593,000  boxes 
valued  at  over  $9,000,000.     The  United  Kingdom  purchases  about  60  per  cent 
of  our  surplus  apples  while  the  largest  percentage  of  the  dried  apples  goes 
to  Germany  a.nd  the  Netherlands. 

Exports  of  prunes  for  the  10  months  ending  April,  1924,  amotinted  to 
124,000,000  pounds,  indicating  the  largest  export  in  our  history.  Apricots 
and  raisins  also  show  a  big  increase  over  the  prewar  years.     The  United  King- 
dom and  France  are  no?/  taking  twice  as  many  prunes  as  before  the  war.  Re- 
cently the  heaviest  shipments  of  raisins  have  gone  to  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Canada. 
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
